On receiving information that these suspects 
would be arriving at their father's house in Krishna Nagar, 
the police party surrounded the house. Sub-Inspector Laxmi 
Chand asked the inmates of the house to come out and sur- 
render. At this the inmates of the house started firing on the 
police. The police party took cover and tried to compel the 
gunman to surrender but without avail. Realising that there 
was no alternative but to over-power the gunman at the ear- 
liest, Sub-Inspector Laxmi Chand decided to make a dash at 
the gunman, leaving his covered position. While doing so he 
was hit by a bullet fired at point blank range. Though badly 
inju ;ed the gallant police officer advanced towards the gunman 
and fired with the service revolver until he was able to force 
the gunman to seek cover. The gunman tried to escape- Sub- 
Inspector Laxmi Chand then made an attempt to personally 
capture him but fell down due to the loss of blood and the 
resultant weakness. Other members of the police party, how- 
ever, succeeded in overpowering the gunman. Some arms and 
ammunition were recovered from the premises. Shri Laxmi 
Chand, however, succumbed to his injuries before medkal aid 
cotild be given to him. 

In this encounter with the desperado, Shri Laxmi Chand 
exhibited conspicuous gallantry and sacrificed his own life 
in the discharge of his duty.

On February 19 1974, Constable Ambar Bahadur was 

detaUed fo? escort duties with a polling party in Mampur. 
At about 1700 hrs. when the polling and escort parties were 
about 3 kms° from village Sord^ they were surprised by firing 
directed at them by hostiles from vantage points.. As a re ult 
of this firing, Constable Ambar Bahadur sustained s ^ r f 10 J^ 
injuries. In spite of his being wounded and unmindful of his 
own safety, Constable Ambar Bahadur jumped from the vehicle 
o nr i started returning the fire. Encouraged by the action of 
the gallant Constable, other personnel of the escort party 
also took up positions to meet the attack. Constable Ambar 
Bahadur led a flanking attack along with other members of 
the escort party after locating the position of ambush laid by 
the hostiles P The hostiles taken aback by the flank movement 
abandoned their position and taking advantage of the thick 
foliage made good their escape. But before doing so, they 
opened a random burst of fire on the escort party. Constable 
Ambar Bahadur was hit on the head and died on the spot. 

Shri Ambar Bahadur exhibited exemplary courage and devo- 
tion to duty and laid down his life in the dischaige of his 
duty.
